CIRCULAR. 

The  growth  of  this  school  in  the  five  years  of  its  existence 
has  been  rap   I  and  of  a  substantial  charactei . 

Starting  with  30  students  and  one  teacher  in  1881,  it  now 
has  225  students  and  17  teachers  ami  officers  in  all  the  depart- 
ments. 

With  tin  increase ol  facilities  there  has  come  a  corn?- 
ponding  increase  of  expenses,  for  which  there  is  no  pn  vision. 

The  faculty  has  decided  to  a]>peal  to  the  public  for  aid  in  the 
form  of  scholarships.  The  students  are  bareh  abli  to  pay  their 
persona]  exp<  nses,  to  *ay  nothing  of  tuition.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION- 

The  Tuskegee  Normal  School  was  established  by  an  act  of 
the  Legislature  of  Alabama  passed  in  1880,  and  was  opened  in  a 

church  July  4th,  iSSi,  with  thirty  students  and  one  teacher. 

Tilt- corner  stone  of  "Porter  Hall"  was  laid  at  the  dose  of 
the  first  session,  and  the  building  w.is  completed  duriug  the 
second  ses.si.ui  at  a  cost  of  $6,000. 

Work  was  begun  on  the  n.w  building,  "Alakuua  Hall,"  in 
the  summer  of  1884.     The  building  is  now  being  occupied. 

The  school  is  now  in  its  fifth  session,  has  seventeen  teachers 
and  officers  and  an  enrollment  of  225  students  representing 
nearly  every  county  in  Alabama  and  5  States. 

The  appropriation  of  £2,000  annually,  made  by  the  State 
Legislature  at  first  for  the  support  of  the  school,  was  increased 
at  the  session  of  1S82  to  £3,000  a  year. 

The  State  Fund  is  used  entirely  to  pay  tuition. 
For  money    for  buildings,  land,    apparatus,    etc.,    the    school 
looks  to  its  friends  North  and  South. 

The  property  is  deeded  to  a  Board  01  Trustees,  six  of  whom 
reside  in  the  North  and  five  in  the  South. 

It  is  undenominational  hut  earnestly  religious  ii;  its  teach- 
ings. 

Work  is  required  of  all  the  students  for  purposes  of  dis- 
cipline and  instruction  and  of  teaching  the  dignity  of  labor.  A 
few  students  with  no  money  work  all  day  for  a  year  and  attend 
school  at  night.  In  this  way  they  earn  money  with  which  to 
pay  their  expenses  in  clay  school,  the  succeeding  term. 

Industries  and  Nkeds. 

BKICK-YAKD. 

There  have  been  manufactured  at  the  hrick-yard  by  students 
300.000  l-ri(  ks.  The  mo>t  01  th<  m^  have  bem  put  into  the 
new  building,  hut  a  large  quantity  was  sold  t<>  outside  pur- 
chasers. 

Farm. 

The  school  owns  a  (arm  of  540  acres — chiefly  wood  land. 
Abcut  60  acres  are  available  every  year  for  tillage. 

The  timber  is  being  cut  oh  and  used  for  fuel,  [f  we  owned 
a  saw  mill  all  of  the  lumber  which  is  needed  for  huilding  pur- 
poses could  be  manufactured  on  the  school  premises  from  its 
ow  n.timber. 

More  tools  of  an  improved  kind  are  needed  on  the  farm,  and 
the  soil  which  has  been  impoverished  needs  fertilizing. 
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A  pressing  need  of   the  farm  id  a    new  ham    to  replace  ih 
present  ex<  eedingl]  i r  one. 

I    AKI'I    N  1  1    K    SHOP 

The  work  in  this  department  has  been  most  satisfactory. 

Besides  doing  :i  large  pan  of  tin-  wood  w>rk  of  "Alabama 
Hall"  the  student  mechanics  have  made  a  number  of  wheel- 
barrows for  the  brick-yard,  fifteen  bedsteads,  u  number  of  table*, 
washstands  and  wardrobes  for  the  school,  mid  done  a  large 
amount  of  repairing. 

PRINTING  uhbli  I.. 

Four  young  men  have  been  employed  in  ilu-  printing  oflice. 
All  of  the  school  printing  lias  been  done  in  the  office. 

The  composition  and  press  work  on  this  report  «.is  done 
by  students. 

INDI  STRIAL  ROOM. 

This  Department  employs  a  number  of  young  women  ever) 
day  in  the  week  in  cutting,  making  and  repairing  rlotl  ing  mi- 
students'  use  and  for  sale  to  outside  parties. 

IN  GENERAL. 

Greater  attention  has  been  given  to  the  industrial  depart- 
ments this  year  than  ever  before.  Three  things  are  accom- 
plished through  the  work  system  :— 

ISt. — The  sudent  is  enabled  to  pay  a  part  of  his  expenses  of 
board,  books,  etc.,  in  labor. 

2nd.  —  He  learns  how  to  icork. 

3rd.  —  He  is  taught  the  dignity  of  labor. 

In  all  the  industrial  branches  the  Students  do  the  actual 
work  under  direction  of  competent  foremen.
